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AGREEMENT CONCERNING THE TRUCE BETWEEN FRENCH 
INDO-CHINA AND THAILAND SIGNED AT SAIGON - 
S1ST JANUARY, 1941

The Agreement of Truce between French Indo-China and Thailand with 
& view to bringing the dispute botwoen Perench Inds Cntra and The‘iland to an 
end as soon as possible, the Japanese Government had proposed a mediation 
which was accepted by the French and Thatland Governments. The three govern- 
ments mentioned above had appointed their respective plonipotentiarics who agreed 
upon the following terms: 


Article I 


The armed forces of both French Indo-China and Thailand will as a 
principle retreat ten kilometres respe ectively from their actual position as 
at 10 p.m. (local moredian time) 28th January, 1941, The troops of both 
nations will retreat to the following linos or points:

The third line drawn in the centre between a line joining the points 
to which the French troouvs will have retreated and a line joining the points 
to which the Thaiiand troops vii have retreated, will be the limits for the 
execution of police povers ot both navions at Cenbvodzge. 


In the Sovth laos regions on the sight banc of the River Mekong, 
the police power shali be execused by Thelinud offviciele in the areas north 
of the line joinir.g “Gol de Sreach Unanbok acd Moulepanok, and it will be 
executed by the Prench Indo-China oificials in the areas south of the same 
line, 


In the Nowth Laos regions on the right bank of the River Mckong, 
the police power snalj. te executed by the Thaliand orficials in the areas 
south of the River Mam Poui, and it will be executed by the French Indo- 
China officials in the areas north of the same civer. 


It ig to be understood that the governmeuts of both nations shall 
station policemen, esucd with only pietols, avd who are rot weubeys of the 
armed forces, within the areas of police jurisdiction mentvionei adove,.

Military plenes of both netiure shall not fly over each others' terri- 
tories and cross a line designated JO xs, venind the line decided in the above 
“rticles I and II. 


The evacuation of the forces epecified by the foregoing provisions 
shall be completed within seventy-two hours of the signing of the agreement. 


In addition to the foregoing, the troops of both countries shall 
stop all military actions as might caure a recurrence of dispute. 

The term of truce shalj. be for two woeksa gommencing on the 28th 
Januery, 1941, and the final egveenent of settismeat of the dispute shall ve 
agreed upon before the expiration of the forezoing term and in case the period 
should expire without reaching tho final concluston of the agreemont, the con- 
dition of truce may be prolcaged with the consent of the three governments 
concerned, 


The plenipotentiary of the Japeuese Goverament shall sign and seal 
the truce and supervise the execution of the provisions therein.
